It is explained that the establish- 
ment of a Colonial Legal Service,- the 
members of which are Hable to 
transfer from one Colony to another, 
makes it important that the’ pro- 
visions of the law relating to the 
qualifications of Judges should be 
uniform throughout the Colonial 
Empire. 

To promote such uniformity the 
Secretary of State, by a circular 
dated July 29, 1938, has 
requested that an early opportunity 
be taken to arrange for a provision 
in the Jocal statute Jaw requiring that 
no person shall be appointed to be a 
Judge of the Supreme Court unless: 
() he ts quailficd to practise ns on 


advocate In a Court in England, 
Scotland, Norther Ireland or some 
other part of His Majesty's dominions 
having unlimited jurisdiction elther 
in elvil or criminal matters, and 

(ii) he has been qualified for not 
less than five years to practise og an 
advocate or solleltor In such a Court.

Do the Rugby laws need revision? Speaking at the 


Surrey County jubilee dinner 


Major-Gen. B. A. Hill, Pre- 


‘ident of the Rugby Union, made a comment that will find 


sympathetic support in many 


quarters. 


It was to the effect that in his opinion the laws should 


‘be drastically overhauled. The overhauling, 


he added, 


should be carried out in consultation with both players 
- and referees, a constructive and wise criticism with which 
players and referees will certainly agree. 


_ That not a great number of players. 
could pass an examination on the 
rules, which are manifold and com- 
‘plicated, does not matter oa great 
deal. : 


What does matter is the growings 
restlessness amons players and those 
who are actively connected with 
clubs for which they turned out and 
are stil helping: to run, writes Peter 
Lawless. 


“The old cry that the game js for 
the player,” said a club oficial the 
other day, “never had less signifl- 
cance than ft has to-day, when an 
autocratic flovernment rules a de- 
moeratic game.” 


Certainly had players and referees 
been consulted the present hooking 
_ rule would never have come into 
torce, with the ball going In “at 
moderate “speed so that it just 
touches the ground beyond one foot 
of the ‘nearest player in cach front 
row.” ‘ 

Not only do the rules come in for 
udverse criticism, but the constitu- 
ton of the” Union” itself" Is7 far" from 
being universally approved. It fs 
felt) that too many of those in 
nuthority have outlived thelr period 
of usefulness; they are not only out 
of touch with the players, but out 
of sympathy, and by remaining in

‘RETIRING PRESIDENTS

Mr. Chamberlain gained ot Munich, 
That a genuine effort will be 
Initluted, to establish a constructive 
basis for the future composition of 
anti-Totalitarian policy may also be 
taken us a definite assumption. 
Everyone realises now that If peace 
ls to be forged In Europe it must be 
not merely peace with, honour but 
peace with justice, which: the con- 
science of the world can accept as 
such. , 

. While it would be idle and pre- 
miture ‘to speculate upon future 


action-by-Britain,-- France -- and- the |- 


United | States, speculation about 
Germany's future course becomes 
certainly if “Mein Kampf” Js really 
to be recognised as the German 
bible. 

_ "We National Socialists stop the 
eternal drive to the south and west, 
and throw our eyes on the land to 
the enst," Herr Hitler wrote. “The 
frontiers of States are fashioned by 
and changed by men. The 
German Reich must, as a State, in- 
elude all Germans. Only the might 
of a victorious sword will give us 
more land," 

The drive to the cast cannot re- 
main content with present ncquisi-+ 
lions. It is certain that Hungary's 
seizure of Ruthenia docs ‘not fit in 
with Hitler's plans and that the two 
greut prizes now are Rumania and 
the Ukraine; in the latter case, 
Ruthenla stands in the woy. Rumania 
Hitler needs for its vast olf deposits, 
the Ukraine for its thousands of 
sguace miles of waving wheat-ficlas, 
The acquisltion of both will truly 
muke the Greater Reich omnipotent 
In Europe. i. 

Whatever objectlve Herr Hitler 
pursucs in future--and few pcople 
can believe that aggression will end 
with the conquest of Czecho-Slovakia 
‘—it cannot now be said that any 
lingering impression of doubt re- 
mains in the German mind that te 
British Government will not remain 
Inactive. In the past, the convictlon 
that Britain would never Intervene 
{na Central European conflict has 
been almost an article.of falth with 
many Germans, os it was in 1914 
regarding Belglum and Franee. 

Mr. Chamberlain's speech at Bir- 
mingham and the olmost overwhel- 
ming ‘unanimity,of opinion of the 
British Press—which must be re- 
tarded as the mouthpiece of the 
British people—shoul suffice to 
change that bollef, It would be the 
most serious of nl] misunderstandings 
in the future if the impression re- 
mains in Germany that Britain will 
Aslnterest herself in’ any further 
depredations. 3
